under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Association for Better 
Housing. 


"These figures give some Idea of the 


deficiency of housing that has accrued 
since the decline of building construc- 
tion that began early in 1929 gave 
warning, or should have given warn- 
ing, of the approach of the depression. 


"How could there possibly be as 


much economic justification for our 
'governments expending billions of 


ollars upon such public works as I 


have mentioned, while during the 
Came period home building and mod- 
ernization have been declining 25, 50, 
75, and finally Hllstjear alx,ut 90 per 
cent, until the American people have 
today more and better public works 
than they ever had before, and less 
adequate and worse housing than they 
have had during the present gener- 
ation. 


Building, Key Industry 


"One of the principal causes and 


effects of the beginning and contin- 
uance of the depression has been this 
decline in building construction and 
the failure to revive it, excepting in 
small measure. Our people, after five 
yeurs of depression in the building 
industry, need better 
homes more, 


perhaps, then they need anything else. 
A revival of building construction is 
perhaps more needed than any other 
single thing to revive general business. 
There can be no adequate increase in 
employment and in the incomes of all 
classes, or of any class, without a re- 
vival of general business. The de- 
cline of employment occurred mainly 
in private business. It must be re- 
stored mainly in private business if it 
is to be restored at all. It cannot be 
restored in private business without 
an improvement in private business. 


"Much benefit has been expected, 


very little as yet derived, from 
pubic works program. There has 


been made avaiable $3,300,000,000 for it. 
O'f that amount only about $2,000,000,- 
000 has been allocated for expenditure. 
Of the amount allocated for expendi- 
ture, reports indicate that less than 
$100,000,000 has actually been expend- 
ed. This delay in getting the public 
works program started is due to vari- 
ous influences to which it is unavoid- 
ably subject. 


Public Works Delayed 


"The public works program raises 


two 
important 
questions. One 
of 


these is as to whether it can be got 
under way in time to do any good. 
One of the principal administrators of 
the public works program said last 
week: 'It looks as if we will not be 
able to get large expenditures started 
until business has naturally revived, 
and then the expenditures will not be 
needed, but will do more harm than 
good, because they will bid up labor 
and material costs in competition with 
private business.' 


"The 
other 
question 
the 
public 


works program raises is as to whether 
it would do more harm or good if 
rapidly carried out. The public must 
be taxed to raise whatever money is 
spent upon public works by the fed- 
eral government, the states and the 
municipalities. Business men will not 
(litsL'iit from the proposition that taxes 
already are burdensome enough. 
For 


what will the money be .'pent? Under 
present plans it will be spent upon 
waterways, the total costs of transpor- 
tation upon which, including 
those 


paid by the tax-paying public, will be 
higher than by rail. It will be spent 
upon highways, of which, outside of 
metropolitan ;irea.s, we have enough 


the present. 
It will be spent upon 


over plants to compete with private 
capital 
already 
invested 
in 
power 


plants. These ;ire the kind of projects 
upon which it is proposed ot make 
most of the expenditures. The tax- 
payers will never get back any of the 
money spent, upon government public 
works. That prediction is based on

Washington officials that his com- 
pliance with the code in all respects 
would be recorded before long. 


The big point of compliance re- 


naining to be settled was that of col- 
ective bargaining with employes. The 
issue is drawn squarely in the case 
of the Edgewater, N. J., Ford assembly 
plant strike, and 
Senator Wagner 


chairman of the national labor board, 
told newsmen Tuesday that a deter- 
mination was expected soon. 


Strikers have been heard by plant 


managers who referred the demands 
to Dearborn. 
Ford's 
answer, said 


Wagner, "was expected 
early this 


week" and the chairman was not dis- 
posed to press the issue until adequate 
time had been allowed. Asked how 
much time should be allowed he said 
"that will have to be decided later," 
observing also "there comes a time 
when there is no longer any negotiat- 
ing." 


He 
refused 
to express his own 


opinion as to whether any genuine 
collective bargaining had taken place 
saying the facts at Edgewater and in 
the parallel situation at Chester, Pa., 
"tell the whole story." 


Ford's intention to supply the wages 


and hours figures was announced by 
the NRA, and it was done without 
singling out the Dearborn manufactur- 
er for special attention such as caused 
vigorous-worded protest from the Ford 
company last week,

CHICAGO—The NRA, ban on Henry 


Ford's products which departments of 
the federal government are attempt- 
ing to apply has not extended as yet 
to the city of Chicago, the City Coun- 
cil Finance Committee demonstrated 
Tuesday. It recommended the pur- 
chase of 38 Ford cars for city use.

LITTLE ROCK—Receipts from spec, 


ial taxes and fees collected through 
the state Revenue Department during 
October showed an increase of more 
than $223,000 over collections during 
October 1932, it was revealed in a 
comparative statement isued by Com- 
missioner Fred Waston Tuesday. 


The state received from five-sixth of 


the six-cent gasoline tax in October 
$530,547.73, compared with $410,094.77 
in October last year. 


Receipts from the gasoline tax were 


higher than for any month in nearly

and cigarette tax were higher than 
or any month since June 1932. Col-1 
lections from that tax during October 
totaled $79,035.17, compared with $62,- 
223.17 in October 1932.

NEW YORK—As a news- 


paperman, John Peter Zenger 
wasn't much of a writer. His 
news 
stories 
had 
syntax 


trouble, his phrases a stilted 
awkwardness not even com- 
mon to the times. His poor 
little paper was smudged by 
faulty spelling and 
worse 


typography. But there never 
was any doubt about what the 
hard-boiled little editor was 
driving at, and his sheet sold 
like red-hot extras of a Lind- 
bergh kidnaping. 


Few people today know the story 


of the father of the free press in 
America. Some of the history books 
fail even to mention his name. Yet 
this newspaper, and every other pub- 
lication in the nation which enpoys 
the right of untrammeled, honest ex- „ 
pression, is a living monument to hi 
courage and ideals. 


It was exactly two hundred years 


ago that Zenger's ideals were resolv- 
ng themselves into printed defiance 
of a corrupt Colonial government's 
despotic assaults on the liberties of its 
citizens. He, perhaps as much as any 
>ther man of that period, fanned the 
;park that finally was to flare into 
united revolt and the Declaration of 
ndependence. 


A Shyster Politician 


This was the situation leading up to 
he drama: In 1732, King George sent 


shyster politician named William 


Cosby to be governor of New York, 
^osby's previous administrative ex- 
jerience, as governor of the island of 
Minorca, had been voluntarily termi- 
ated when some citizens had caught 
im looting the treasury. 
Pending 
arrival 
of 
the 
King's 


avaricious appointee, Rip Van Dam, a 
solid Dutch merchant, had served as 
governor pro temppra. He relinquish- 
ed his office readily enough, but he 
flatily refused to surrender to Cosby's 
demand for half the salary he had re- 
ceived. Cosby decided to sue in the 
provincial Supreme Court, but was 
told that the body had no jurisdiction 
in a case of equity. He ordered Lewis 
Morris, Chief Justice, to "decide" that 
the court did have such power. Mor- 
ris ruled otherwise, and as punishment 
for his honesty was removed from the 
bench by the new governor. 
The 


former Chief Justice then became a 
candidate for the Colonial Assembly. 
His opponent was one William Foster, 
a justice of the peace who, it was gen- 
erally understood, had purchased his 
commission from Cosby for the sum 
of ?400. 


The election was held on the village 


green at Eastchester on October 29 
1733. Several hundred members of the 
liberal electorate, knowing that the 
Cosby faction would attempt 
some

all the previous night, and

A jump in the price of gold 
both here and abroad Wednes- 
day accompanied President 
Roosevelt's preparations for 
a quick application of his plan 
which Intends to lift commod- 
ity prices by purchasing gold 
on the European markets. 


The 
administration 
advanced its 


price for newly-mined gold to $32.26 
or 14 cents above Tuesday's quotation. 


May Telp Exports 


NEW YORK-(>P)-In the selection 


of the new government monetary pol- 
icy there was no scarcity of plans 
from which to choose. 


Evaluation of the dollar in its rela- 


tion to gold in the new program is 
intended to form a 
1 foundation for the 


structure of anticipated higher com- 
modity prices. Plans other than the 
one in use have been proposed to the 
same end—for instance, the commod- 
ity or compensated dollar, so called. 


The Roosevelt plan for controlling 


the dollar price of gold through do- 
mentic purchase and creation of ma- 
chinery for stabilizing the dollar in 
foreign exchange has resulted in ex- 
pression of diverse opinion. 


But for the purpose, it is agreed, is 


to find a level at which higher prices " 
can be stabilized and to seek a dollar 
stabilization level through fixing the 
price of gold domestically and con-

The commodity or compensated dol- 


lar theory would create a price index, 
a chart showing a cross section of all 
commodity prices. 


The index would show the trend of 


commodity prices. Should the indox 
fall, the price of gold in terms of dol- 
lars would be raised, the thory hold- 
ing that money should have a con- 
stant buying power for all commodr 
ities. 


Stated in the words of Dr. G. F. 


Warren, Cornell Universj/ty profes- 
sor and Roosevelt "brain trust" me:n- 
ber: _ "If^ prices fell one per cent, the 
dollar would exchange for one per 
cent less gold 
This would keep the 


dollar stable in buying power for the 
average of all commodities." 


Presumably this same procedure 


could be followed with the machinery 
now in motion to set the price of 
gold. 


There are sonic economists, how- 


ever, who hold that there is no check 
on inflation under the present plan. 
Others take an opposite view. 


May Aid Producers for Export 
With the dollar "value in relation to 


gold 
decreasing 
domestically, the 


theory holds that the dollar in foreign 
exchange would fall too, 


Foreign exchange dealers are ex- 


pected to a large degree to accept the 
dollar valuation as set by the United 
States government, thereby probably 
making it unnecessary for the govern- 
ment to exercise its plan to buy and 
sell gold in world markets. 


Stabilization 
and 
adjustment 
of 


prices of commodities for export may 
result from operation of the plan. 


The desire of Southern farmers for 


higher priced cotton, for example, 
could be attained with domestic op- 
eration of the gold plan, proponents 
of the theory hold. 


But commodity prices may not rise

WAgHffiGTON.-Aim of the first 


phase of the Roosevelt monetary pol- 
icy is at an effect purely psychological. 


World-wide confusion over the an- 


nounced policy is caused largely by 
doubt as to how its various steps will 
work out nnd as to which ones will 
prove necessary 
of 
adoption—and 


•when. 


The government's purchase of gold 


for more than the world price is the 
immediate phase and insiders say it is 
essential to remember that this applies 
only to newly mined gold, which has 
run to some $30,000,000 a year—per- 
haps about the value of the straw- 
berry crop—as compared with the to- 
tal gold reserve of 54,500,000,000. 


Until .such' time as Mr. Roosevelt 


feels impelled to sell gold abroad, the 
aim will be to avoid the unfortunate 
psychological effects of a rising dollar 
on foreign exchange. There's little 
mechanical connection between a ris- 
ing dollar and domestic commodity 
prices, but people always believe the 
former means that the latter will fall. 


Cohversely, a cheaper dollar exerts 


a psychological effect for higher prices. 


Practically, the purchase plan mere- 


ly prevents the gold value of the dol- 
lar from- rising' in terms of newly 
mined American gold. The common 
theory that you cut the dollar's pur- 
chasing power by cutting its value is 
not substantiated except as to inter- 
national goods. 


Roosevelt .acted at a time when the 


dollar was strengthening abroad and 
was threatening to make considerable 
further advances. 


"Crosses" His Mother 


The one regret of Mr. Roosevelt, in 


beginning negotiations for diplomatic 
relations with Russia came when he 
remembered that his mother strongly 
opposed recognition. He hopes (hat 
he yet can convert her.

I don't think we do.-, A child, is 


completely surrounded by things we 
want him to do at nil hours of the 
day. In school, at home, even on the 
street, he is mostly about our business, 
not .his own. Do we .give him in re- 
turn some time of his very own? 


Let us get the subject of authority 


out of the way. You must know, I 
think, how I feel about that. The word 
"must" in capital letters has to be in- 
grained in his character from the be- 
ginning. By easy habit stages he falls 
naturally into a fundamental obedi- 
ence when he is a baby that becomes 
part of him. 


But even so, a child must be himself 


part of the time. His mind is his 
own, and his mind drives. Is it raght, 
then, that we should overlook his 
right to do what he wants to do, at 
least part of the day? To be away 
'roiii authority in a world of his own 
—to move, to explore, to play to his 
own satisfaction? 


If he doesn't, there is likely to be 


Take the 
child chained rigidly to home laws, 
school laws, social and religious laws, 
and what happens to him the minute 
he is on his own? 


Unless a decided adjustment to it 


has developed in himself he will bolt 
and go to the wildest extremes the in- 
stant he is free. Or of not that, he 
will continue to twist inside in a tan- 
gle of complexes and 
unhappiness.

Child Needs Some Freedom 


Children are not at all likely to de-

and Sunday to do pretty much as he 
chooses, he will accept his other long 
hours of duress more happily. 


He may tea rthings up and make a 


mots of things, he may haul in stray 
dogs, he may even risk his bones. But 
so important do I consider this free- 
dom that I think it is worth what it 
costs.- . ., 
: 


If we watch him closely we shall 


observe a gradual shaping up of his 
own wild impulses. In these free hours 
of his, lejft to his own responsibility, 
he is going, to reason out the things 
that are best left undone. 


Actviity that a boy or girl origi- 


nates without any feeling of restraint 
is the most wholesome thing in the 
world. There will be mistakes and 
some bad times, perhaps. But a wise 
parent will keep out as far as is reas- 
onably possible, and do any suggest- 
ing tactfully and in the role of by- 
stander.

Believed Helpful Two Ways 


In that event, some economists say, 


it should be profitable for foreign 
buyers to purchase dollars in foreign 
exchange and then convert these dol- 
lars into American commodities. 


Thus, it is said, producers should be 


able to gain a better price domestical- 
ly and at the same time have an ad- 
vantage in foreign fields. 


But all of this time the level of the 


plan, which is the gold price fixing 
authority of the government, is in- 
tended to operate to prevent sky- 
rocketing prices or destructively de- 
pressed prices. 


"No" Says Wall Street 


NEW YORK —Old-fashioned 


Street somehow clings to the idea that 
many factors, supply and demand and 
what not, go to make up the commod- 
ity price level. 


Commodity prices, it is readily ad- 


mitted, do seem to have a more or less 
constant relationship to the gold price, 
but the latter is held to be effect flnd 
nat cause. 


If the new policy should develop 


into its worst form, i. e., international 
scramble for gold and currency de- 
preciation, the spectacle will not be 
one of putting the cart before the 
horse, but of putting the horse into 
the cart and the public into the har- 
ness. That road runs into a bog of 
deflation.

Most Dangerous 


Greatest Number of Ped- 


estrian Accidents Oc- 


cur After Dark 


A pedestrian exposes himself (o the 


greatest danger of fatal injury from 
automobiles When lie walks along 
country highways, it |s shown by a 
study of automobile-pedestrian acci- 
dents. This investigation discloses that 
nlonp country roadways the rale of 
pedestrian dneth per accident is ap- 
proximately three and a half limes as 
great as the average for all pedestrian 
accidents. 


Darkness adds to 
the 
pedestrian 


hazards from motor vehicle traffic, as 
it is pointed out in the study (hat in 
Connecticut for one year (>9 per cent 
of the deaths of pedestrians resulted 
from accidents which occurred during 
dusk and d. rkness, and in New York 
Stale a year's experience shows that 
nearly til per cent of the pedestrian 
deaths which occurred along high- 
ways resulted from accidents in dusk 
and darkness. The exposure of chil- 
dren after dusk is much smaller than 
during hours of daylight. The statis- 
tics for New York state also show that 
the rate of pedestrian death per acci- 
dent along rural 
highways 
during 


dusk and darkness is nearly 48 per 
cent worse than during hours of day- 
light, 


During the seasons of the year when 


hours of darkness exceed the hours 
of daylight, the rate of pedestrian 
death per accident is greater than in 
the late spring and summer months. 
The study shows that in the first and 
last quarters of the year the rate of 
death in automobile-pedestrian col- 
lision accidents is 25 per cent greater 
than in the second and third quarters 
of the year. The effect of darkness 
.ipon the pedestrian hazard is also 
shown by statistics indicating (hat in 
the first and last quarters of the year 
the rate of pedestrian death per acci- 
dent 
is 
approximately 
two-thirds 


greater than for all other types of 
automobile accidents, while in the 
second and third quarters, it is less 
than a third greater than for all other 
types of automobile accidents.
